WASHINGTON (JP)—The United States is planning to increase 
aid to the Arad states while cutting funds for Israel if the 1954-55 
plans of the Foreign Operations Administration are approved by 


Congress. 


The shift in emphasis is explained by the Eisenhower adminis- 


tration 
about a more equitable distribu- 
tion than in the past as between 
Israel and the Arab States, It 
admittedly may also bring about 
a shift in Near Eastern power. 

A package of about $130 mil- 
lion has been proposed for dis- 
tribution betvzen Israel, the 
Arab States, and Iran. Of this, 
$14 million will go to Iran, $54 
million to Israe1, and $62 million 
will be split between Lebanon, 
Syria, Iraq, Egypt, and Jordan. 
Libya and Ethiopia may also be 
eut in on the melon, thereby re- 
ducing the funds available for 
the other nations.

Young Musician Shows Speed

WHEN ONE LEARNS that Samuel Adler 
came to the United States at the age of 11, 
joined the army at 22, acquiring, in the interim 
nis Master’s degree in music at Harvard uni- 
versity, and studied conducting at Tanglewood 
under Aaron Copland and Serge Koussevitsky, 
one is apt to get breathless at the speed of this 
young musician. But it is evidently his style. 
While in the army he was sent to Germany 
where he organized the Seventh Army Sym- 
phony Orchestra of 60 G.I.’s For nine hours a 
day this group, conducted by Adler, reheased 
a repertoire of about 100 major works, and fin- 
ally toured over Germany and Austria, giving 
over 70 concerts in ten weeks—a concert a day. 
For this unusual feat that added much to the 
cultural relations between the countries the 
department of psychological warfare awarded 
Mr. Adler with a Medal. 

In his “spare time” in Germany, while con- 
ducting the great number of rehearsals and 
concerts he organized a choral group which ap- 
peared with several outstanding symphony or- 
chestras and numerous operas. 

Shortly after his discharge from the army 
he began composing his Symphony No. 1 and 
in half a year it had its premiere with the Dal- 
jas Symphony orchestra, Dallas, Tex.

ALTHOUGH BORN IN GERMANY he em- 
phatically refuses to make any comments on 
what some erroneously term as his “homeland.” 
With his parents and sister he arrived in the 
United States in 1938 and for the young boy 
the transition offered very little difficulty. He 
had studied violin in Germany and continued 
his studies in Worcester. In high school he was 
asked to play the viola (which is now his instru- 
ment) because there was a shortage of viola 
players in the school orchestra. 

His scope of creativity shows an unusual 
versatility. He has written for full orchestra, 
string orchestra, brass choir, for a variety of 
single instruments and piano, organ, and for 
mixed choruses. As director of music at Tem- 
pie Emanu-El, Dallas, he has inspiration to 
write choir music, and among his compositions 
in that ‘category he has two cantatas, “The 
Vision of Isaiah” and “Wedding Music”, 

“Sam loves to visit us,” his mother says. 
“He spends much time playing duets with his 
father when he is with us... If you do an 
article on Sam it would be perhaps advisable to 
consider also such an article on his father.

It is also true that attempts to build up motivation 
are worthwhile expenditures of time and effort even 
when using parental authority seems simpler and

BUT THERE ARE many important functions and 
juties which a child has to undertake because they 
are necessary, even if he does not want to do them. 
Learning to accept the authority of parents and other 
adults is a very important item in training children. 

If a parent sees attendance at a Jewish school as 
being of real importance for a Jewish child, the ques- 
tion of enrolling should not be subject to the child’s 
whims or desires. Certainly the parent should try to 
puild up in the child an attitude of looking forward 
to Hebrew School, and certainly the child will accom- 


plish more in school if properly motivated. Certainly 
the parent should start quite early in preparing the 


child for enrollment at the proper time.

It should be taken 
for granted that he will enroll in Hebrew school just

F any proof were needed that like circumstances 
I engender similar social patterns, it is in these 
two histories. In each, we follow the rise of an urban 
Jewish community, watching the arrival of the first 
handful of German Jews, the es- 
tablishment of the first congre- 
gation in the 1840's, the purchase 
of a burial ground, we read the 
advertisements sent out for suit- 
able and qualified teachers to lead 
the congregation. . 

We follow, step by step, the 
growth of the Jewish community, 
the building of the first syna- 
gogue, and the relations with the 
gentile communities expressed in 
very early interfaith activities. 
We see the Reform type of service taking root and 
being shaped.

IN EACH WE SEE the arrival of early, small 
numbers of Russian Jews, and then the flood of 
East European immigrants, the establishment of 
their own orthodox communities; we watch the re- 


actions of the nice middleclass German Jews to the 
uncouth Yiddish elements; we watch the East Euro- 
pean groups growing in numbers and in influence 
and in wealth. 

We see the establishment of the Hebrew Aid so- 
cieties, of the cultural groups, we watch a brief car- 
eer for the Jewish day school, and the emergence of 
the Sunday school. We see the first Country Club 
come into being, and gradually see a few East Euro- 
peans admitted to it. 

In the Rochester book, from the earliest days, we 
see the struggle over the basic orientation to activi- 
ties as Americans. Should the Jews join in the gen- 
eral activity, or act as a separate unit? An inter- 
esting example is in Civil War recruitment. The 
non-separatists dominated. Chicago Jews recruited 
their own company. 

* * * 

AS THE ROCHESTER BOOK goes a quarter of a 
century beyond the Chicago book, we see eventually 
the knitting together of some sort of united Jewish 
community, but in the Chicago study, breaking off 
at 1900, only the first small signs of amalgamation 
have appeared. 

In both volumes, we see the rise of Zionist groups. 
The Rochester volume follows through with the typi- 
cal pattern of fragmentation of these groups into 
labor elements, religious elements, etc. The Chi- 
cago book has a fascinating account of a pre-Herzl 
movement started by a local minister. 


Both books are valuable in the growing literature 
on the subject. Gutstein’s is often curiously rhapso- 
dic in tone, and tiresomely detailed, as far as any 
general reader is concerned, in tracing the organiza- 
tion and growth of certain synagogues. However, 
he includes a priceless tale of a battle between two 
rival bakers for the trade of a certain schul, and how 
the bad guy built up an accusation of illegitimate 
fatherhood against the good guy, and had him prac- 
tically in jail, when the rabbi got at the truth and 
settled the matter by forbidding anyone from buying 
a bagel from the bad baker, on pain of being kicked 
out of the congregation.
